—In exercise of tlie powers conferred by section lOA, read witli section 33 of the Indian 
M edical Council Act. 1956 (102 of 1956), tlie Medical Council of India with the previous approval of tlie Central Government, 
hereby makes the following regulations to amend tlie Establishment of new Medical Colleges, opening of higher courses of 
study and increase of admission capacity in medical colleges Regulations, 1993, namely :— 

1. (1) These Regulations may be called tlie Establishment of New Medical Colleges, openmg of higlier courses of 

study imd increase of admission capacity in Medical Colleges (Amendment) Regulations. 1999 

(2) They shall come into force oti the date of tlieir publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the EsUiblishmcnt of new Medical Colleges, opening of higher courses of study and increase of admission capacity 
in medical colleges Regulation. 1993, in the Scheme under the heading "Application for pennission of the Cential Govcni- 
ment to increase tlic admission capacity in MBBS/Highcr Courses (including Diploma/Dcgrce/Higher Specialities) in tlic 
existing Medical Colleges/lnstitutions ’. under the sub-heading 'Qualifying Criteria’, after clause 1, the following shall be 
inserted, namely :— 

■■ 1 A. Medical College/Institution has received the formal permission of die Central Government under section 
lOA of die Indian Medical Council Act, 1956 (102 of 1956) and ha.s started die post-graduate course in which 
the increase in admission capacity is sought.”
